Kelshaw  explained  that  Operation  Identification  will  not 
prevent  theft,  “but  it  will  discourage  a  lot  of  thieves  because 
they  know  marked  merchandise  is  hard  to  sell.”  An  identify¬ 
ing  number  will  assure  the  return  of  stolen  items  that  are 
recovered,  even  if  they  are  recovered  in  another  state, 
Kelshaw  said. 

Enwaving  valuables  not  only  makes  them  safer,  Kelshaw 
said,  but  easier  to  trace  in  the  event  they  are  lost  or  stolen. 

Kelshaw  said  engraving  driver’s  license  numbers  on  arti¬ 
cles  is  preferable  to  social  security  numbers  because 
“driver’s  license  numbers  are  easier  to  identify.” 

Students  who  engrave  valuables  will  be  given  a  sticker  in¬ 
forming  Would-be  thieves  that  all  valuables  are  marked, 
Kelshaw  said. 

Kelshaw  said  students  shoqld  engrave  driver’s  license, 
numbers  on  all  valuables  that  do  not  have  serial  numbers 
and  then  keep  a  record  of  every  item.  Forms  are  available 
from  the  Security/Police  Office  for  keeping  such  records. 

Kelshaw  reminded  students  not  to  leave  valuables  unat¬ 
tended  or  plainly  visable  because  such  practices  “are  an 
open  invitation  to  theft.” 

“Remember  to  promptly  report  any  loss,  theft  or  damage 
of  property  to  us  when  it  happens.  And  keep  doors  locked 
and  all  property  stored  as  securely  as  possible,”  he  added.

Any  student  may  now  declare  can¬ 
didacy  for  an  ASB^  student  body  of¬ 
fice,  as  of  Thursday,  following  the 

gassage  of  three  new  or  revised  election 
y-laws. 

In  the  last  ASBYU  Executive  Coun¬ 
cil  meeting  of  the  year  Thursday,  the 
council  approved  by-laws  establishing 
regulations  and  procedures  governing 
candidates  and  their  election  workers, 
the  conduct  and  contest  of  elections 
and  establishing  the  Election  Commit¬ 
tee,  according  to  Glenn  Bingham,  elec¬ 
tion  review  committee  chairman. 

As  stated  in  the  by-law  I-l,  cam¬ 
paigning  is  defined  as  “the  posting, 
publication,  or  distribution  of  any 
form  of  graphic  materials  and-or  the 
use  of  any  news  or  public  communica¬ 
tion  media,  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting 
votes  or  organizing  a  campaign.” 

The  old  definition  of  campaigning 
made  it  illegal  to  use  graphic 
materials,  news  media  or  to  contact  in¬ 
dividuals  without  referral  or  connec¬ 
tion  before  the  nomination  convention. 

Bingham  said,  “The  immediate  ef¬ 
fect  of  the  new  definition  is  that  stu¬ 
dents  can  declare  candidacy,  organize 
campaigns  and  make  public  speeches 
today,  if  they  want  to.”  He  added, 
“Campaigns  don’t  have  to  be  secret 
and  there  doesn’t  have  to  be  any 
referral  or  connection”  between  can¬ 
didates  and  students. 

Bingham  said  the  most  common 


campaign  violations  under  the  new 
rules  will  be  violations  of  the  use  of 
graphic  materials. 

Until  after  the  nominations  conven¬ 
tion  it  is  still  illegal  to  use  anything 
that  “can  reasonably  be  construed  to 
be  graphic  materials”  such  as  posters, 
flyers  or  buttons,  he  explained. 

It  is  permissible  for  a  candidate  to 
print  campaign  materials,  Bingham 
said,  but  nothing  can  be  distributed  to 
the  public  until  the  convention  or  to 
campaign  workers  until  one  week 
before  the  convention. 

“The  rules  are  black  and  white, 
which  makes  enforcement  easy,”  he 
said.  “If  the  attorney  general  even  sees 
anything  printed,  no  matter  who  dis¬ 
tributed  it,  it’s  a  violation.” 

Bingham  said  the  by-law  also  states 
violations  of  BYU  on -campus  housing 
regulations  must  now  be  enforced  by 
housing  officials,  not  by  a  violations 
court.  He  added  many  of  this 
semester’s  violation  courts  dealt  with 
housing  violations. 

As  stated  in  the  by-law,  the  filing 
deadline  for  candidates  is  noon  on  the 
school  day  before  the  Nomination  Con¬ 
vention.  However,  Bingham  said, 
“candidates  don’t  have  to  file.” 

If  a  candidate  chooses  not  to  file  he 
does  not  have  to  sign  a  statement 
agreeing  to  comply  with  BYU  stan¬ 
dards  or  submit  an  application,  he  ex- 

glained,  nor  does  such  a  candidate 
ave  to  file  financial  reports. 

If  a  candidate  who  does  not  file  wins 
the  election,  Bingham  said  he  will  only 
be  announced  if  he  has  met  all  the  re- 


quirments. 

Bingham  said  problems  may  arise 
from  candidates  who  are  caught 
violating  election  rules  before  the  con¬ 
vention  but  deny  candidacy. 

To  handle  that  problem,  he  added, 
the  candidate  will  be  asked  to  sign  a 
statement  saying  he  is  not  a  candidate. 

The  signed  statement  will  prevent  the 
student  from  running  for  office  that 
year,  Bingham  explained. 

He  also  said  the  court  can  not 
prosecute  a  student  for  campaign 
violations  if  the  student  denies  can¬ 
didacy. 

Another  important  revision  is  the 
addition  of  a  $20  refundable  filing 
deposit.  The  deposit  will  be  refunded 
“subj^ect  to  forfeiture  as  determined  by 
the  Election  Violations  Court.” 

Bingham  said  included  in  the 
revised  by-law  is  a  “look  before  you 
leap  rule.”  As  outlined  in  the  by-law, 
candidates  “must  obtain  prior  permis¬ 
sion  from  the  Election  Committee 
chairman  or  Attorney  General  for  any 
form  of  campaigning  or  other  public 
election  activities  not  specifically 
outlined.” 

In  by-law  1-2,  which  establishes 
procedures  for  the  conduct  and  contest 
of  elections,  Bingham  said  the  length 
of  the  final  election  has  been  changed 
from  four  days  to  no  more  than  three 
days  and  not  less  than  one. 

"rhe  bylaw  also  stipulates  students 
unable  to  be  on  campus  to  vote  or  stu¬ 
dents  too  physically  disabled  to  vote  at 
booths  be  allowed  to  vote  absentee.

“Also,  we  ;il’  not  drain  the  swimm¬ 
ing  pools  in  the  Richards  Building  this 
year,”  he  said.  “Normally  tbe  pools  are 
drained  every  summer  to  make  repairs. 
This  year  we  will  make  the  necessary 
repairs  underwater  without  draining 
the  pools,”  he  said. 

David  Raab,  pool  custodian,  said 
not  draining  the  pools  to  make  repairs 
will  save  600,000  gallons  of  water. 

The  Wilkinson  Center  has  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  conservation  cause  by 
showing  the  water  follies  film  during 
the  Weekend  Movie,  Varsity  Theater, 
and  Film  Festival  programs,  according 
to  Curtis  Wynder,  assistant  director  of 
the  Wilkinson  Center.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Americans 
won’t  be  getting  those  $50  tax  rebates 
from  Uncle  Sam  after  all  because 
President  Carter  has  decided  the 
economy  is  doing  well  enough  without 
them,  the  White  House  said  'Thursday. 

Taxpayers  who  spent  their  rebates  in 
advance — and  economists  say  there 
may  be  many  of  them — apparently  will 
be  out  of  luck.  But  Wall  Street, 
worried  that  the  rebates  would  be  in¬ 
flationary,  reacted  with  enthusiasm 
and  stock  prices  rose  10  points  in  early 
trading. 

Carter  is  to  announce  his  anti¬ 
inflation  program  at  a  news  conference 
Friday. 

The  decision  to  scrap  the  rebate  was 
made  Wednesday  night  and  obviously 
caught  some  advisers  by  surprise.  Both 
Treasury  Secretary  W.  Michael 
Blumenthal  and  Labor  Secretary  Ray 
Marshall  made  speeches  in  recent  days 
arguing  for  the  rebate.

The  rebate  would  have  put  about 
$10  billion  in  the  pockets  of  taxpayers. 

By  scrapping  the  rebate  now.  Carter 
hopes  to  convince  the  nation’s  business 
community  he  is  serious  about  con¬ 
trolling  inflation. 

An  average  family  of  four  with  in¬ 
come  below  $20,000  could  have  expec¬ 
ted  $200  in  rehates. 

“That’s  not  enough  for  a  down  pay¬ 
ment  on  a  new  car,”  one  government 
economist  said,  “but  it  will  buy  a 
television  set,  a  washing  machine  or  a 
new  suit  of  clothes.” 

The  rebate  was  a  major  element  in 
the  $31  billion,  two-year  economic 
stimulus  program  that  Carter 
proposed  to  Congress  soon  after  taking 
office  in  January. 

The  rebate  plan  was  in  trouble  in  the 
Senate,  largely  because  of  fears  it 
would  fuel  inflation  and  do  little  to 
help  the  economy.  But  administration 
spokesmen  insisted  the  decision  to 
scrap  the  rebates  was  made  for 
economic  reasons,  not  political  con¬ 
siderations. 

Both  Blumenthal  and  Budget  Direc¬ 
tor  Bert  Lance  led  the  move  to  con¬ 
vince  Carter  to  withdraw  the  rebate 
plan,  one  source  said. 

“They  told  him  the  economy  was 
looking  strong  enough  without  it  ... 
Most  economic  indicators  except  for 
the  stock  market  are  looking  stronger.” 

Whatever  the  reason,  the  reaction  in 
the  Senate  was  swift  and  favorable. 
Carter  called  key  senators  Wednesday 
night  to  inform  them  after  the  decision 
was  made. 

Senate  Majority  Leader  Robert  Byrd 
Mid  it’s  a  “wise  decision”  because  “the 
justifications  that  seemed  apparent  for 
the  rebate  last  December  have  less 
validity  at  this  time.” 

Sen.  Carl  Curtis,  R-Neb.,  said  he  is 
“delighted”  because  the  rebate  plan 
“was  a  gimmick  for  sending  out  about 
$10  billion  in  money  we  didn’t  have.  I 
believe  the  President  became  aware 
that  his  plan  would  be  beaten  in  the 
Senate.” 

There  likely  will  also  be  long-range 
targets  for  reducing  inflation,  with 
emphasis  on  eliminating  government 
regulations  and  paperwork  that  put 
upward  pressure  on  prices.

unless  he  orders  it.”  The  registration 
office  is  planning  to  send  the  materials 
the  first  of  June. 

Students  can  order  their  schedules 
by  filling  out  information  cards  and 
paying  the  $1.25  at  the  Registration 
Office,  at  college  advisement  centers  or 
at  information  booths  located  in  the 
Administration  Building,  Wilkinson 
Center  or  the  BYU  entrance  booth  on 
west  campus.

Mrs.  Schroeder  said  she  received  a  letter  Monday 
from  Air  Force  Lt.  Gen.  W.Y.  Smith,  assistant  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff,  s'aying  the 
joint  chiefs  had  recommended  to  the  secretary  of 
defense  that  the  Weteye  bombs  be  stored  at  Tooele. 

The  bombs  contain  GB  gas,  an  agent  that  affects 
the  central  nervous  system  and  causes  death  within 
minutes.

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Internal,  external  review 
checks  graduate  program

Internal  and  external  reviews  are 
part  of  a  continuing  quality  control 
check  for  BYU  Graduate  School 
programs. 

Dr.  Robert  W.  Laird,  assistant  dean 
of  the  Graduate  School,  said  the  review 
of  graduate  programs  at  BYU  is  under¬ 
taken  in  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  “It’s  purpose  is  to  assist, 
uplift  and  apply  professional  abilities 
to  the  task  of  full  achievement  of  high 
ideals,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Laird  said  the  department  to  be 
reviewed  is  selected  in  agreement  with 
the  college  dean  at  least  one  semester 
before  the  review.  The  department 
then  prepares  a  self-study,  taking  an 
in-depth  look  at  its  present  program. 

The  self-study  becomes  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  review  conducted  by  the  ex¬ 
ternal,  internal,  and  student  review 
teams.  Dr.  Laird  said. 

“The  External  Review  Team  is 
made  up  of  two  or  three  experts  in  the 
field  being  reviewed,”  Dr.  Laird  said. 
“Their  objective  is  to  analyze  the 
department  under  review,  comparing 


Dr.  Laird  said  the  Internal  Review 
Team  comprises  three  graduate 
faculty  members  that  are  not  members 
of  the  department  in  review.  Their  ob¬ 
jective  is  to  assess  the  accuracy  and 
appropriateness  of  the  statemeiits  of 
the  self-study  and  render  an  opinion  of 
the  professional  competence  and  ac¬ 
complishments  of  their  colleagues,  he 
added. 

The  Student  Review  Team  is  com¬ 
posed  of  the  department’s  represen¬ 
tative  to  the  Graduate  Student  Coun¬ 
cil  and  two  graduate  students.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Laird,  the  purpose  of 
this  review  team  is  to  give  a  candid 
reaction  to  the  self-study  and  their  pre¬ 
sent  perceptions  of  the  department  as 
drawn  from  their  own  personal  ex¬ 


department  under  review,  comparing 
it  in  all  aspects  with  similar  depart¬ 
ments  at  other  universities.  They  are 
to  be  critical  and  candid  in  noting 
strengths  and  weaknesses  so  the 


the  faculty  and  students  and  have 
access  to  the  major  works  of  the 
department.  Following  their  visit,  each 
team  prepares  a  report  listing  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the 
department,  along  with  suggestions  for 
improvement. 

“A  team  from  the  Graduate  Council 
reviews  the  reports  and  then  prepares  a 
summary  report,  concluding  with 


recommendations  for  strengthening 
the  department,”  Dr.  Laird  said.  “The 
report  is  presented  to  the  Graduate 
Council  and  if  it  is  felt  that  the  review 
has  been  of  value,  the  report  is  sent  to 
the  department  chairman.” 

Dr.  Laird  said  the  department  chair¬ 
man  is  free  to  respond  to  the  report, 
and  his  response  and  the  report  from 
the  Graduate  Council  Review  Team,  is 
sent  to  the  Graduate  Dean  and  then  to 
the  Administration. 

“We’ve  never  had  to  repeat  a 
study,”  Dr.  Laird  said.  “Many  of  the 
external  professors  are  amazed  at  the 
morale  among  our  faculty.  There  isn’t 
the  bickering  and  dissension  found  on 
other  campuses,” 

The  reviews  are  very  beneficial.  Dr. 
Laird  said.  “We  now  have  a  method  of 
looking  at  a  department  in  1981  and 
comparing  it  with  where  they  were  in 
1975.” 

Dr.  Laird  said  the  advantages  to  the 
graduate  departments  are  that  they 
get  a  honest  look  at  themselves  and 
they  receive  help  from  very  qualified 
people  who  do  the  review. 

According  to  Dr.  Laird,  the  depart¬ 
ment  chairmans  are  responsible  for 
quality  control  in  their  departments 
and  the  reviews  are  excellent  ways  of 
helping  them  account  for  their 
stewardships.

A  total  of  $30,000  in  scholarships 
and  assistantships  is  being  offered  for 
the  next  school  year  by  the  Skaggs  In¬ 
stitute  of  Retail  Management  at  BYU, 
according  to  E.  Doyle  Robison,  direc¬ 
tor. 

The  institute  will  also  place  70  stu¬ 
dents  as  interns  in  junior  executive

The  awards  being  offered,  he  said, 
include  a  grant  of  $1,500  to  a  Skaggs 
Scholar  and  two  research 
assistantships  for  $1,000  each  in  the 
graduate  area.

Robison  said  students  with  high 
scholastic  records  and  experience  or  in¬ 
terest  in  retail  management  will  be 
selected  for  the  awards.  Applicants 
shoQld  report  to  260  JKB,  he  said. 

Although  the  institute  hs  been  in 
operation  for  only  two  semesters,  he 
said  its  students  are  being  accepted  for 


management  positions  in  the  nation’s 
leading  stores.  It  will  graduate  its  first 
students  next  year. 

Robison  said  the  Institute  was  es¬ 
tablished  last  October  by  the  donation 
of  $1,800,000  from  the  Skaggs  Com¬ 
panies,  Inc.,  of  Salt  Lake  City.  He  said 
it  is  the  first  academic  organization  of 
its  kind  in  the  intermountain  area. 

“One  of  our  major  goals  is  to  reduce 
management  trainee  turnover  and  the 
time  in  which  a  trainee  can  become  ef¬ 
fective  as  part  of  management,” 
Robison  said.

More  than  1,200  people  jammed  into  the  Wilkin¬ 
son  Center  Ballroom  Wednesday  for  the  annual 
Cougar  Club  Banquet  and  Awards  night. 

The  event  was  held  to  honor  those  BYU  teams 
which  won  or  shared  WAC  championships  over  the 
past  year.  Honored  were  Coach  LaVell  Edwards  and 
the  football  team;  Coach  Fred  Davis  and  the  wrestl¬ 
ing  team;  Coach  Karl  Tucker  and  the  golf  team;  and 
Coach  Wayne  Pearce  and  the  tennis  team. 

Also  honored  were  the  women’s  volleyball  team 
that  placed  sixth  nationally  under  Coach  Elaine 
Michaelis,  and  BYU’s  All-American  and  Olympic 
swimmer  Lelei  Fonoimoana. 

Pres.  Dallin  Oaks  was  the  featured  speaker  at  the 
banquet.  Athletic  director  Glen  Tuckett,  who  served 
as  master  of  ceremonies,  introduced  Pres.  Oaks 
through  a  series  of  slides  taken  of  him  during  basket¬ 
ball  games  in  the  Marriott  Center.  Tuckett  added 
his  own  comical-  captions  to  the  pictures,  to  the 
delight  of  the  audience. 

In  his  speech.  Pres.  Oaks  discussed  intercollegiate 
athletics,  saying  they  are  an  important  and 
rewarding  part  of  teaching  a  young  man  good  princi¬ 
ples.

Other  regulars  hitting  over  .300  are  shortstop 
Vance  Law  (.337),  leftfielder  Steve  Phillips  (.314), 
first  baseman  Don  Valgardson  (.309),  and  second 
baseman  Robin  Buchanan  (.306).  ■ 

The  Cowboys  are  led  by  outfielder  Joe  Ewing  at 
.337  and  first  baseman  Greg  Brock  at  .326.  Expected 
to  throw  for  the  Pokes  today  are  freshman  Scott 
Rispin  (2-1,  3.48  ERA)  and  sophomore  Ron  Trow¬ 
bridge  (1-4,  5.92).  On  Saturday  it  likely  will  be 
freshman  Felix  Oroz  (2-2,  2.32). 

BYU  will  go  with  junior  righthander  Mike  Tucker 
(2-2,  0.77)  in  the  opener  and  probably  Tom  Morris 
(2-3,  4.58)  in  the  second  game.  That  would  leave 
freshman  Axle  Hardy  (5-1,  3.71)  for  Saturday.  Both 
Morris,  a  sophomore,  and  Hardy  are  lefthanders. 
Mike  Stover  (2-2,  2.02)  finished  both  games  Monday 
to  get  loosened  up  for  relief  work  if  necessary. 

The  Cougars  also  got  two  wins  each  in  the  last 
week  from  sophomores  Glen  Roberts  and  Tyler 
Steinbach.  They  will  be  two  of  the  four  starters  in 
doubleheaders  next  week  —  Tuesday  at  Southern 
Utah  State  and  Wednesday  at  home  against  Boise 
State. 

A  strong  bench  also  has  helped  BYU  during  the 
current  home  stand.  Jeff  Tidwell,  a  former  starter,

four  with  a  bases-loaded  double. 

Other  players  who  figure  to  see  action  against 
Wyoming  are  catchers  Len  Tsuhako  and  Rick  Scriv- 
ner,  designated  hitter  Clyde  Nelson  and  rightfielder 
Marshall  Richey. 

BYU  will  be  trying  to  extend  a  21-game  winning 
streak  over  Wyoming  in  Provo.  The  Cowboys 
haven’t  won  on  the  Cougars’  field  since  April  29, 
1969.  In  14  years  of  WAC  competition  BYU  holds  an 
edge  of  56-21  and  the  teams  split  two  non-WAC 
games  (1967). 

Wyoming  won  the  series  in  1965,  5-1,  and  was  3-3 
in  1%6  and  1967.  BYU  won  the  series  4-1  in  1964,  5-1 
in  1968,  4-2  in  1969,  5-1  in  1970,  3-1  in  1971,  5-0  in 
1972,  4-2  in  1973,  4-1  in  1974,  5-1  in  1975  and  5-1  in 
1976. 

In  five  years  at  Wyoming,  Coach  Jim  Jones  is  5-23 
against  BYU  —  0-15  in  Provo  and  5-8  in  Laramie.

Bennett  was  placed  in  the  No.  1  singles  spot,  with 
Eric  Peterson,  Denny  Bond,  Joel  Miller,  Steve  Jones 
and  Chris  Williams  bringing  up  the  other  five  slots. 

Kleege  sat  out  the  meet  “to  give  some  of  our 
freshmen  a  chance  to  play,”  Pearce  said.  Also, 
Kleege,  undefeated  in  singles  play  this  year,  has  in¬ 
jured  his  hand.  Pearce  says  he  was  kept  out  to  give 
him  a  chance  to  recuperate,  and  he  may  be  ready  for 
the  Colorado  match. 

Saturday’s  match-up  begins  at  10  a.m.  and  will 
probably  be  played  outside,  according  to  Pearce. 

BYU  has  done  well  this  year,  but  has  been 
plagued  with  injury  problems  most  of  the  year.  The 
Cougars  started  out  with  two  All-Americans,  Mike 


Nissley  and  Kleege,  but  Nissley  suffered  a  shoulder 
injury  and  has  been  out  all  year.  He’ll  be  back  next 
year,  Pearce  says. 

With  Nissley  and  Kleege  in  the  line-up,  the  team 
was  one  of  the  strongest  Pearce  says  he  has  ever 
coached.  Without  Nissley,  the  coach  feels  the  ninth¬ 
rated  Cougars  are  still  one  of  the  top  teams  in  the 
nation,  but  not  as  strong  as  they  might  have  been. 

He  also  says  the  Cougars  are  still  capable  of  winn¬ 
ing  the  WAC,  and  with  a  few  breaks  in  the  nationals, 
BYU  may  even  make  it  to  the  top. 

“There’s  no  team  in  the  NCAA  that,  on  any  given 
day,  we’re  not  capable  of  beating,”  he  says.

works  to  create  magic 


Electric  anticipation  fills  the  theater 
on  both  sides  of  the  curtain  before  the 
show  begins.  All  present  wait  for  the 
magic- the  magic  of  theater.  To  the 
casual  observer  it  may  seem  that  the  il¬ 
lusions  created  by  a  theatrical  produc¬ 
tion  are  natural  and  simple  to  create. 
But  the  task  is  actually  complicated 
and  difficult. 

One  man  who  specializes  in  creating 
those  illusions,  and  especially  the  thrill 
that  rushes  over  the  audience  when  the 
curtain  goes  up,  is  0.  Lee  Walker. 
Walker,  the  technical  director  for  all 
main  stage  productions  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Theater  and  Cinematic  Arts. 
His  job  includes  coordinating  all  the 
technical  aspects  of  BYU  stage  produc¬ 
tions,  building  stage  settings  for 
theater  productions  and  supervising 
painting  and  lighting  of  theater  sets. 

In  order  to  build  a  set  such  as  the 
massive  one  for  “Brigham,”  the 
miraculously  transforming  set  of 
t  H<  ” 


the  awesome  one  of  “Peter  Pan,” 
Walker  often  finds  himself  working  up 
to  60  hours  each  week.  Each  set  re¬ 
quires  the  inventing  of  new  stage 
machinery,  testing  of  new  set-building 
techniques  and  meeting  set  completion 
deadlines. 


Walker  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Industrial  Arts  Association  and 
received  a  masters  degree  in  industrial 
education  from  BYU.  He  often  uses  his 
talents  as  a  plumber  and  pipe-fitter  in 
creating  new  methods  of  set  construc¬ 
tion.  “Theater  often  borrows  from 
other  industries,”  he  commented. 

The  set  for  the  BYU  production  of 
“A  Man  for  All  Seasons”  was  made  en¬ 
tirely  from  platforms  set  on  top  of  large 
metal  pipe  arches.  To  construct  the 
set.  Walker  engineered  and  construc¬ 
ted  a  continual  radius  bending 
machine.  His  talents  in  plumbing  were 
quite  useful  when  a  rainstorm  on  stage 
required  in  one  scene  of  “  1 10  in  the 
” 


Shade.’ 

Working  with  heating  and  electricity 
are  other  talents  of  Walker.  He 


designed,  engineered  and  built  a  large 
vacuum  former  for  use  in  making 
smaller  three-dimensional  set  pieces. 
The  former  was  used  recently  in  “Peter 
Pan”  to  make  the  giant  sea  shell  and 
toad  stools. 

A  28-foot  portable  stage  turntable 
and  numerous  fog-producing  machines 
are  others  of  Walker’s  inventions.  He 
recently  devised  a  system  by  which  an 
entire  set  could  be  moved  forward  on 
the  stage  to  produce  the  “zoom-in” 
close-up  effect  utilized  in  the  BYU 
production  of  “Death  of  a  Salesman.” 
The  system  had  the  entire  set  on 
tracks,  controlled  by  means  of  electric 
motors  and  a  series  of  trip  switches. 

Students  greatly  appreciate  Walker 
as  both  a  teacher  and  technical  direc¬ 
tor  for  the  Department  of  Theater  and 
Cinematic  Arts.  His  great  resour¬ 
cefulness  and  “down  home”  sense  of 
humor  cause  students  to  comment,  “I 
just  love  that  man.  I’d  do  anything  for 
him.”  Another  said,  “He  just  cracks 
me  up.”  In  both  cases.  Walker  has 
become  an  indispensable  asset  to  BYU 
theatrical  productions.

A  student  art  show  featuring  pottery  in  non- 
traditional  styles,  and  prints  and  drawings  is  on  dis¬ 
play  in  the  Wilkinson  Center  Gallery. 

The  pottery  is  the  work  of  Kathryn  Kearney,  a 
senior  in  art  from  New  Sharon,  Maine.  The  prints 
and  drawings  are  the  work  of  Linda  Williams,  a 
senior  in  art  from  Bethesda,  Ma.  The  show  will  be  on 
display  until  April  22,  according  to  Miss  Kearney. 

The  pottery  on  display  is  from  Miss  Kearney’s 
BFA  project  entitled  “Drawings  on  Clay.”  Most  of 
her  work  features  the  Sgraffito  Slip  technique  and  a 
combination  of  the  use  of  engobes  (colored  clays)  and 
Mason  stains. 

Although  it  has  long  been  common  to  draw  on  clay, 
the  use  of  engobes  and  Mason  stains  to  add  color  to 
these  drawings  is  a  fairly  new  idea  and  is  not  often 
used,  according  to  Miss  Kearney. 

Also  on  display  are  several  procelain  goblets,  three 
hanging  wall  pieces  and  two  hand-built  mirrors.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Miss  Kearney,  the  hand-built  mirrors  are 
exciting  things  to  work  on,  and  she  plans  on  doing 
more. 

Many  of  her  works  on  display  have  themes  taken 
from  Italian  literature,  her  home  state  of  Maine  and 
various  incidents  in  her  life.  Miss  Kearney  said. 

The  prints  and  drawing  by  Miss  Williams  feature 
a  number  of  figure  studies  as  well  as  portraits  and 
cityscapes.

some  of  these  characteristics,  he  said  a  teacher 
must  involve  the  students  in  worthwhile  projects 
and  must  realize  most  students  can  not  “reach 
deep  understanding  overnight.”  He  also  pointed 
out  it  is  impossible  to  teach  successfully  if  the 
teacher  does  not  live  what  he  teaches. 

Dr.  Bradford  said  he  has  noticed  many  changes 
ill  BYU  throughout  the  past  31  years.  The  most  ob¬ 
vious  change  is  in  the  size  of  the  university.  He  said 
when  he  first  came  to  BYU  he  knew  every  faculty 
member,  but  now  with  over  1,000  people  on  the 
faculty,  that  is  impossible. 

Changes  in  the  quality  of  students  and  staff 
members  are  also  apparent.  Dr.  Bradford  said. 
“There  are  more  learned  students  and  the  faculty 
are  better  trained  in  their  specialties.  We  have  had 
some  great  teachers  and  students  in  the  past,  but 
the  overall  quality  has  improved,”  he  said. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  changes  in  recent 
years  is  the  recognition  of  BYU  as  a  light  to  the 
world.  Dr.  Bradford  said.  “More  and  more  people 
are  noticing  that  BYU  is  different.  They  see  the  ac¬ 
tions  of  the  students  and  the  standards  of  BYU  are 
different  than  aiiy  other  university,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Bradford  is  married  to  the  former  Shirley 
Aamodt  of  Murray.  They  are  the  parents  of  eight 
children,  two  of  which  they  adopted  within  the  last 
five  years.  They  have  four  grandchildren. 

Dr.  Bradford  earned  a  Ph.D.  from  Harvard  Un¬ 
iversity  and  taught  at  Louisiana  State,  Harvard, 
West  Virginia  and  Michigan  State  College  before 
coming  to  BYU. 

He  will  be  honored  at  a  reception  Friday  from 
7:30  to  9:30  p.m.  in  the  Wilkinson  Center  Skyroom.

ASBYU  Vice  Pres.  Robert  Stevenson  and  other 
council  members  supported  funding  the  movie 
which  is  “aimed  at  the  education  of  student  hikers  of 
common  mountain  hazards.” 

The  20-minute  color  film,  proposed  by  Dave 
Webb,  a  BYU  student-member  of  the  Utah  County 
Mountain  Rescue  Unit,  will  be  shown  to  health' 
classes  and  at  freshmen  orientations,  Stevenson 
said. 

Construction  of  the  restrooms  and  storage 
facilities  on  Haws  Field  (the  soccer  field)  must  be 
approved  by  the  administration,  Stevenson  told  the 
council. 

He  said  the  total  cost  of  the  facilities  is  $15,000 
with  the  $5,800  from  the  class  gift  added  to  $9,200  to 
be  paid  by  the  Physical  Plant. 

Reporting  on  the  restroom  facilities  Stevenson 
said  the  hook-up  would  cost  approximately  $4,500 
and  the  building  $1,300. 

If  the  administration  does  not  approve  the  Haws 
construction,  the  class  gift  money  will  be  used  to 
finance  moving  the  victory  bell  overlooking  lower 
campus  to  a  position  by  the  Marriott  Center,  as 
stipulated  by  tbe  council. 

The  council  also  stipulated  the  $5,800  be  given  to 
the  Library  Fimd  if  it  ean!t  be  used  to  move  the  bell. 

Last  year’s  class  gift  called  for  the  construction  of 
an  information  kiosk  on  the  quad  north  of  the 
bookstore,  Stevenson  said.  It  was  not  approved  by 
the  administration  and  the  money  reverted  to  the 
gift  fund,  he  added. 

In  other  council  business,  Mark  Packer,  ASBYU 
attorney  general,  resided  his  office,  to  be  effective 
when  his  replacement  is  appointed  by  ASBYU  Presi¬ 
dent  Elect  Martin  Reeder. 

ASBYU  Pres.  Randy  Sloat  commended  Packer  for 
his  work  with  the  Election  Committee,  Court 
system.

Students  going  home 
or  traveling  within  the 
continental  United 
States  this  summer  will 
find  bargain  prices  in  air, 
bus  and  rail  travel. 

Reduced  rates  in  air 
travel  began  with  the 
“bicentennial  fare”  last 
year,  which  has  been  ex¬ 
tended  until  December 
1977.  Now  called  the 
“freedom  fare,”  it  knocks 
off  20  per  cent  of  the 
original  price  for  all 
round-trip  flights  in  the 
continental  U.S. 

Passengers  must 
purchase  their  tickets 
and  make  reservations  at 
least  two  weeks  in  ad¬ 
vance  to  take  advantage 
of  the  reduced  rate,  said 
Gary  Proctor,  manager  of 
Clark’s  World  Travel 
Service.  The  other  terms 
of  the  freedom  fare  are 
that  you  must  stay  at 
your  destination  for  at 
least  seven  days  and 
return  within  30  days. 

Peanut  fares 

Texas  International 
started  offering  “peanut 
fares”  (half  the  re^lar 
fare  for  travel  within 
specified  hours  between 
certain  cities)  in 
February,  Proctor  said. 
The  peanut  fare  from 
Salt  Lake  City  to  Denver 
is  usually  restricted  to 
two  flights  a  day  and 
costs  only  $26.  Western 
and  Frontier  airlines  also 
have  peanut  fares  from 
Salt'  Lake  to  Denver. 

The  National  Observer 
reported  round-trip  ex¬ 
cursion  fares  on 
American  Airlines  will 
drop  April  24  to  as  little 
as  $227  on  flights  bet¬ 
ween  New  York  City  and 
Los  Angeles  or  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  United  and  Trans 
World  airlines  matched 
the  fares. 

“If  you’re  looking  for 
reduced  fares,  par¬ 
ticularly  on  airlines,  you 
should  begin  shopping  as 
soon  as  possible,”,  the 
Observer  advised. 
“Tickets  often  must  be 
purchased  well  before 
departure.  But  if-you’re 
willing  to  take  chances, 
discount  stand-by  fares 
are  also  available  on  a 
last-minute  basis.” 

The  number  of  charter 
flights  and  departure 
cities  is  growing. 
Advance-booking  char¬ 
ters  (ABCs),  which 
provide  transportation 
only,  and  one-stop  char¬ 
ters  (OTCs),  which  in¬ 
clude  accommodations  at 


or  near  the  destination, 
don’t  require  mem¬ 
bership  in  a  club  or 
group.  Payment  must  be 
made  well  in  advance  for 
these  charters,  and  ABC 
and  OTC  tickets  are 
available  at  travel  agen¬ 
cies. 

Local  travel  agencies 
also  offer  several  charter 
flights  to  the  East  for 
college  students  going 
home  for  Christmas. 
Most  of  them  are  already 
taking  booking  for 
Christmas.  “These 
flights  have  a  tendency  to 
fill  up  quickly,  so  don’t 
put  off  signing  up,”  Proc¬ 
tor  advised.  Charter 
flights  for  the  Hill 
Cumorah  Pageant  in 
July  are  also  available  at 
several  local  travel  agen¬ 
cies. 

Bus  bargains 

Both  Greyhound  and 
Trailways  bus  systems 


are  having  a  “take-a¬ 
spring-fling”  sale  for  $50 
or  less  anywhere  in 
America.  This  fare  ap¬ 
plies  only  to  one-way, 
direct  line  routes  in  the 
U.S.  and  lasts  until  May 
31. 

E.E.  'Veach,  terminal 
manager  for  Trailways, 
said  these  tickets  can  be 
purchased  until  mid¬ 
night  May  31  and  can  be 
used  until  June  15.  “A  lot 
of  students  are  using  it,” 
Veach  said.  “This  time  of 
year  it’s  really  a  great 
savings  to  them.”  A 
regular  one-way  fare 
from  Provo  to  Miami  is 
$134.45,  so  a  $50  ticket 
would  be  quite  a  savings, 
he  said. 

Veach  explained  that 
passengers  on  the  $50- 
anywhere-fare  can  stop 
off  at  any  point  en  route 
on  the  line,  but  the  fare 
doesn’t  cover  off-line 
stops.  One  child  under  12 
can  travel  for  free  on  the 


$50  fare. 

Beginning  June  1  the 
$50  fare  will  go  up  to  $75, 
said  Dick  Westwood,  ter- 
minal  manager  for 
Greyhound.  The  $75  fare 
will  last  until  September 
15. 

Both  bus  lines  also  of¬ 
fer  passes  good  for  un¬ 
limited  travel.  They  cost 
$165  for  15  days,  $225  for 
30  days  and  $325  for  60 


Greyhound  has  a 
special  deal  for  students. 
“Two  special  ‘express 
buses’  for  students  will 
leave  from  the  Marriott 
Center  at  5  p.m.  April  22 
for  points  east  and 


south,”  Westwood  said. 
These  buses  are  faster 
than  the  regularly 
scheduled  buses  because 
they  won’t  make  all  the 
“milk  stops,”  he  said. 
The  buses  are  filling  up 
fast,  but  students  can 
still  purchase  tickets.

New  election  by-laws 


lean  in  right  direction 


New  election  by-laws  approved  Thursday  by  the  ASBYU  Executive 
Council  appear  to  remedy  many  of  the  problems  that  occurred  during 
this  year’s  elections. 

Many  complained  of  the  lack  of  write-in  ballots  at  all  voting  booths 
and  the  lack  of  privacy  to  cast  a  write-in  vote.  The  new  by-law  does 
away  with  voting  machines,  and  specifies  that  all  ballots  must  contain 
a  space  for  write-in  votes.  In  addition,  the  privacy  of  voting  in  booths  is 
assured. 

With  a  paper  or  computer  card  ballot,  recounts  can  take  place.  With 
the  voting  machines,  they  could  not. 

Under  the  new  law,  write-in  candidates  will  not  have  to  file  with  the 
Elections  Committee. 

Soliciting  votes 

Candidates  may  begin  soliciting  campai^  workers  and  organizing 
their  campaigns  any  time.  The  only  restriction  is  in  using  graphic 
materials  and  media. 

Thie  new  law  effectively  eliminates  the  problem  of  releasing 
violators’  names  before  the  nominations  convention,  as  all  are,  for  prac¬ 
tical  purposes,  considered  candidates  unless  an  affidavit  is  filed  with 
the  ASBYU  common  Court  declaring  non-candidacy.  No  formal 
declaration  of  candidacy  is  used. 

Adequate  division  of  enforcement  jurisdicitons  have  been  spelled  out, 
with  the  university  administration  being  in  charge  of  Honor  Code  viola¬ 
tions,  Student  Housing  in  charge  of  housing  campaign  violations,  the 
city  in  charge  of  any  breach  of  any  city  ordinances  and  the  ASBYU 
Court  System  having  original  jurisdiction  for  election  contests. 

More  time 

The  Elections  Committee,  under  the  new  by-laws  will  be  organized  by 
Nov.  20,  allowing  more  time  to  study  procedures  and  organize  the  elec¬ 
tions.  Elections  by-laws  are  to  be  made  available  two  weeks  after  the 
committee  is  organized. 

Overall,  the  election  revisions  certainly  are  steps  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion.  Undoubtedly,  some  “bugs”  will  remain  to  be  worked  out. 

Effectiveness  of  the  new  elections  by-laws  can  only  be  evaluated 
when  they  are  finally  applied  to  next  year’s  elections. 

Those  involved  with  election  reform  should  be  congratulated  for  tak¬ 
ing  the  matter  to  task.

According  to  a  recent  Jack  Anderson 
column,  a  “startling,  secret  docu¬ 
ment”  is  circulating  within  the  Carter 
administration.  The  document  con¬ 
tains  results  of  a  study  on  the  current 
fuel  crisis  by  a  panel  of  prominent 
scientists. 

Said  Anderson,  “The  eight-page 
document  bursts  the  prevailing  energy 
bubbles  with  sharp  impartiality.”

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Public  relations  expert?  Not  Ca, 


President  Jimmy  Carter  is  not  an  ex¬ 
pert  public  relations  practitioner  as 
some  would  like  us  to  believe. 

Public  relations  is  the  management 
function  which  evaluates  public  at¬ 
titude,  identifies  the  policies  and 
procedures  of  an  individual  or 
organization  with  public  interest  and 
plans  and  executes  a  program  of  action 
to  earn  public  understanding  and  ac¬ 
ceptance.  It  is  a  total  communications 
process  involving  continual  research, 
planning,  execution  and  evaluation. 

True,  Carter  has  employed  some 
techniques  of  good,  honest  public  rela¬ 
tions  which  have  been  successful.  But 
this  is  largely  a  capitalization  on  his 
own  friendly  Southern  charm  and  per¬ 
sonality. 

Carl  Hawver,  executive  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  public  relations  for  the 
National  Consumer  Finance  Associa¬ 
tion,  said  Carter  did  not  and  still  does 


not  use  a  superb  public  relations  effort 
in  his  dealings  with  the  public.  “He 
was  more  a  new,  fresh  face  when  a  new, 
fresh  face  was  needed,”  Hawver  said. 

President  Carter  has  shown  the 
world  the  merits  of  goal  setting— not 
just  the  mere  mention  of  a  goal,  but 
the  commitment  and  perserverance  to 
carry  out  all  objectives  necessary  to 
reach  that  goal.  To  accomplish  his 
goal.  Carter  simply  outworked  all 
others  vying  for  executive  office  in 
1976. 

Adopting  a  learning  posture  and  not 
pretending  to  know  everything.  Carter 
separated  himself  from  the  stereotype 
of  the  ambitious  candidate  who  lacks 
commitment  to  anything.  Rather,  he 
established  himself  as  a  man  of 
integrity. 

Carter  has  thus  far  held  true  to  his 
major  campaign  promises.  He  is  not  a 
chameleon  who  changes  stands  on 


various  issues  just  to  please  the  crowd. 
Carter’s  stand  on  certain  issues  has  not 
always  been  popular. 

For  instance,  his  initial  statements 
regarding  amnesty  for  Vietnam  era 
draft  resisters  were  made  before  a 
meeting  of  the  Veterans  of  Forei^ 
Wars  in  Seattle,  Wash.  Certainly  this 
was  not  a  crowd-pleasing  technique. 

It  was  Carter’s  hard  work  and 
dedication  that  brought  him  from 
obscurity.  But  don’t  forget,  he  won  86 
per  cent  of  the  Georgia  vote  to  become 
their  governor  in  1970.  It  took  more 
than  the  Plains,  Georgia  vote  to  put 
him  in  the  state  house.  Carter  was 
later  recognized  as  one  of  the  brightest 
governors  in  the  nation.  Reason:  hard 
work,  enthusiasm,  dedication,  dis¬ 
cipline  and  a  philosophy  of  always  do¬ 
ing  his  best. 

The  ground  work  was  set  when  he 
began  seriously  running  for  the

I  can  understand  the  frustration  stu¬ 
dents  may  feel  over  exams,  as  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  cartoon  by  R.H.  Sloat 
and  the  Pete  Provo  strip  in  Wednes¬ 
day’s  Universe.  But  I  think  these  items 
do  a  great  disservice  to  many  BYU 
faculty,  who  genuinely  try  to  be  fair 
with  their  students  —  in  tests, 
homework  —  all  phases  of  a  course, 
who  ask  that  students  try  to  achieve 
their  potential,  and  who  really  want 
their  students  to  succeed. 

For  test  preparation,  this  means 
picking  questions  which  are  neither  too 
hard  nor  too  easy,  that  cover  the  im¬ 
portant  ideas  but  are  not  too  extensive, 
that  are  presented  in  a  way  as  little 
discouraging  as  possible,  and  that  have 
educational  as  well  as  evaluative 
value. 

Preparing  tests  is  a  fine  art,  and  if 
the  ideal  is  not  achieved,  it  often  is  not 
through  lack  of  effort.
